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DECISION ON RENEWED PETITION 

This is a decision on Appellants' "Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 
41.3/1.183," filed July 19, 2010 ("Renewed Petition"). The Petition 
requests: 

The appellants] request the Director to instruct the panel to make of 
record that portion of the American Heritage Dictionary of the English 
Language (4 th ed. 2000), allegedly defining "personal computer" as "a 
computer built around a microprocessor for use by an individual." 
Renewed Petition, p. 2. 

The Renewed Petition is directed to a matter pending before the Board 
of Patent Appeals and Interferences ("Board") and will be treated as a 
petition under 37 C.F.R. § 41.3(b). 
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FINDINGS 

1 . The background of this matter is set forth in the Decision on Petition 
entered June 15, 2010. 

2. In the original Petition Under 37 CFR 41.3/1.183, filed May 20, 2010 
("Original Petition"), Appellants sought exactly the same relief as sought in 
the present Renewed Petition, as quoted above. 

3. On June 15, 2010, the Chief Administrative Patent Judge entered a 
Decision on Petition dismissing the Original Petition because the authority 
to resolve the issue raised by the Original Petition properly resided with the 
Judges on the panel which decided Appellants' Request for Rehearing. By 
an Email Notification dated June 15, 2010, Appellants 5 Attorney was 
advised of the entry of the Decision on Petition and that it was available for 
viewing on Private PAIR. 

4. On July 19, 2010, a Decision on Request for Rehearing ("Rehearing 
Decision") was entered denying the Request for Rehearing. 

5. With respect to the dictionary definition at issue, in the Rehearing 
Decision, the panel stated "As the Appellants request, we attach a copy of 
the dictionary page cited in the [original] Decision [on Appeal] showing the 
definition." Decision, p. 5, fn. 2. 

DISCUSSION 

In the Renewed Petition, Appellants claim that, in fact, a copy 
of the relevant dictionary definition was not attached to the Rehearing 
Decision. Renewed Petition, p. 2. In light of this claim, a copy of the 
relevant dictionary definition is provided herewith. 
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In the Renewed Petition, Appellants also allege that "[T]he prior 
petition has not formally been decided, since no paper is of record on behalf 
of the CAPJ responding to it." As noted above, a Decision on the Original 
Petition was entered on June 15, 2010 and the Rehearing Decision was 
entered on July 19, 2010. Thus, all of the issues raised in the original 
Petition have been addressed. 



In view of the foregoing, the Renewed Petition is GRANTED to the 
extent that a copy of the relevant dictionary definition is enclosed. All other 
issues raised by the Renewed Petition are moot.
